10 This invention relates to buildkig com-" 
portents and is particularly concerned with 
die provision of a combined fescia-soffit- 
jrutteririg TTnrt 

It has provioiisly been proposed to pro- 

15 vide a combined, mscia and soffit unit, but 
such a unit acquired a guttering to be 
attached thereto to carry away rain water 
•to associated fell-pipes. It has also been, 
proposed to provide a ■ combined soffit* " 

20 fascia-guttering unit, but such proposals 
had certain inherent disadvantages in usee 

The present nrvearfion seeks to obviate 
this reqfmrement and also the fixing c4 
separate fescdasv soffits and gutterings by 

25 providing a one-piece structure capable of 
being quickry and economically fixed in 
pQtsrty o ' nt r 

Accordingly, the present invention pro- 
vides a combined fascia -^offit-guttmng urat 

30 comprising a* first portion of sufficient depth 
to form a fascia, a second portion of suffi- 
cient TOdtk to form a soffit,, and a third 
portion fufaptwfl 1© form a guttering, said 
second and third portions being integral 

35 with said first portion and extending in the 
same general direction away from said first 
. portion. 

In order -that the invention may be more 
readily understood; reference wiU n ow b e 
40 made to .the accompanying drawings which 
illustrate a preferred lenibodknent of the in- 
vention. In the drawings : — 

Figure 1 is a perspective end view of a

unit according to the invention; 

F^ure 2 is a sectional end view of an 45 
alternative ftmn of unit or of a unit adapted 
to be used in conjunction with the rant of 
Figure 1; 

Figure 3 is a sectional end elev&tion show- 
ing -the unit of Figure 2 in operative posi- 50 
lion; and 

Figure 4 is an alternative form of the in- 
vention. 

Referring firstly .-to Figure 1, the com- 
bined fascia-sofift-'gnttering cornprises a 55 
cne^nece structure consisting, of a horizon- 
tal arm 2 of sufficient width to form a 
soffit, a vertical arm or froaat face 4 of 
sruncferst depth to form a fascia and a V-r - 
portion • 6 adapted to form a 60 



The horizontal aim 2 has, at a position 
near the junction of the arms. 2 and 4s a 
lorr^tudina!, inwardly extending aruti- 
capMIary. groove 3 and a furtiher groove 8A, 65 
and the portion 6 is provided, near its fine© 
extremity with a longitudinal outwardly ex- 
tending groove 10. *he purpose of winch" 
grodves w2d be explained below. A flange - 
or Hp 12 is also provided. 70 

Figure 2 illustrates a one-piece unit simi- 
lar to that iKustrated in Figure 1, in that it 
has aB the integers 2, 4, 6. 8, 8A, 10 and 
12. In? this case however, the unit betweenr 
the two sides of "the V-shaped portion 6, is 75 
provided with? an integral flail-pipe 16 which 
• extends downwardly to a point below the 
horizontal arm 2. Tne top of the fell-pipe 
- 16 is preferably shaped to match the cross- 
sectional shape of the V-shaped portion 6 8(T 
and lies flush with or sHgjb-tly bdow the 
upper surface of said portion, A througb- 
bore 14 is provided in the guttering for the 
escape of rainwater into the fall-pipe 16. 

The combined rascda-soffit-gnttering' unit 85 
will preferably be formed by moulding and 
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will be composed of fibre-glass reinforced 
plastics materia The unit may be formed 
to any desired length and will preferably be 
of uniform thickness throughout its section. 
5 Referring now to Figure 3, ^p^a^f^ 
fascia-soffit* guttering unit is adapted l to be 
attached to roof spars such as that mmeated 
at 20, by means of pins 22 having gaskets 
24 or by any other suitable securing means. 
10 The pins pass through roofing felt which as 
will bo seen overlaps the free excrermty of 
uie upwardly extending portion of tne 
gutteuSg. The roof tile 25 is atepted to 
overlie the point of securing. Similarly, the 
15 horizontal arm 2 is secured by passing pins 
trough the groove 8 and is also .sundariy 
secured at its free extremity. Thus it will be 
seen that the majority of the unit is kept 
away from contact whh the spars. 
20 When a unit according to the invention 
and mcorporating the fail-pipe 16 is seated 
in position, for example between two of the 
uoSshown in figure 1. the flanged or 
hoped ends of the units will overlap so as 
23 to facilitate free passage of ram water to 
the fall pipe and the overlapping portion 
may be provided with a buur&ng sealant or 
use may be made of other suitable filters. 
Where fibre-glass reinforced plastic xs 
30 used to form the unit, the material may to 
coloured prior to moulding which will thus 
obviate the need for subsequent painting of 
the unit, \ - 

Referring now to Figure 4, instead of trie 
35 imit being provided with a horizontal arm 
adapted to form the soffit, the unit has an 
arm 26 which is arranged so as not to 
be normal to the vertical arm 4. Utner 
features of the embodiment are as pre- 
40 viously described with reference to Figures 

1 The unit of this embodiment is intended 
to be used on a ouiiding having overhanging 
roof spars, and it will be appreciated that 

45 the arm 26 may be arranged at any ange 
to suit the angle of inclination of the root 
spars 20, so that the arm 26 may he ad- 
jacent to and underlie the roof spars. Also 
me roof rile 25 will preferably rest on the 

50 eroove 10. . „ - . 

Where necessary, die unit, whilst forming 
a combined fascia-soffit-guttermg unit may 
be formed with or as corner units, either in- 
wardly or outwardly extending so as to 

55 facilitate r>osm*6ning of a unit ^°^J^ 
full perimeter of a roof. Also, mtegral 
ox attached end plates may ^ provided 
where such a unit is not required around 
the ruH perimeter. 

60 If desired, the guttering may be ot 
rounded or arcuate shape m^ead of 
V-shaped and the longrmdinally extending 
ribs may be omitted if desired. 

It will be appreciated that with a unit 

65 according to the invention, the tedious and 



trme-consmning operations of m 
senarate fasrias. soffits and guttermgs is 
etoiaatcd sinco all .these. pacts aro moor- 
ponded into a single unit It will ^so he 
a^reciated that since the upper v^ 6 ?*? 10 
of the vertical arm 4 lies below the tarn * .

enable wafer to spill over the fascia m the 
event of outlet blockage, and ^us notto ^ 
overflow under the tHes and under the root 
space.
